Calves-Head Feaſt, cc. 


In the Thirteenth Spoke of aCart-whzel you ſhall find 
theſe words written, Calves-Head and Bacon. © 


HIS 1s the day {my Beloved} on which we Annually Sunder 
our ſelves together xo Triumph in the Conqueit we this day 
made over hum. that exalted himſelf to Derhrone us The 

Choſen of the World: And fince nothing is elteem'd more fit to 
rub up your Treacherous Memories, thai1 the Repreſentation of the 
thing tignified. TI have therefore thonghr fir (my Brethren} ro intitt 
upon theſe words, and rattle in your Ears (even as a Company of 
Drums do at the Window of a new married Couple) my mo!t lecrer 
Cogttations concerning the Premiſes. | 

This Calves Head 18 a Hieroglitick, or ſecret Repreſenration of a 
thing, and here it repreſents that of its own likeneſs, viz. a Head. 
Now you are not Ignorant, I am fure, that a thing without a Head 
looks Simply. I have ſometimes been rold, that my Diſcourſe has 
had neither Head nor Tail ; well what then, i has-had the more * 
Gurs and Heart, and a Swmging Fart Carcaſs. But here, contrary 
to my former Cuſtom, I have only choſe the Head.as thinking it the 
moſt Noble Parr, being fll'd with Brains, my Beloved ; yea theſe 
very Brains being made pallatable with the Vinegar of Attliction, 
may whet the Stomachs of our Conſcience, aud beget us an Apperite 
ro, and longing after Holy things; this is the True and Holy Appc= 
tite, and not as ſome of us do, tolong for a Harlor, who will long 
for Treats and Mony, and at laſt bring you the Crznzzms, whether 
you long for them or no; you may long to be curd, bur you may 
cance to go to your long Home firit. » ; 

2. There is a Vexatious Longing, when new married Women 
humbly Conceive in Winter, they are very ſubject to long tor Sum- 
mer Frait, alrogether impo{lible ro come art,and rherefore they __ 
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for it, on purpoſe to put their Husbands to charge, and their Friends 
to trouble : Bur I fay let them eat nothing bur Calves Head and 
Bacon. 

3.As there;are Longings,ſo there are Loathings.that 1s,when Satan 
has clog'd the Stomach of the Inward Man,with Fat Dabs and Greafie 
Bits of Pleaſure and Voluptuouſneſs, rhat he can digelt nothing that 
1s good, bur the Lean Calves Head of Meckneſs, eaten with the 
Bacon of Underſtanding, will never riſe in the Stomach and cauſe 
Pukeings, which Teeming Girls are troubled with. 

4. There is a very. bad Loathing when Man and Wife Loath one 
anothers Converſation ; nothing follows bur Care and Diſtraction, 
Sorrow and Woe, Trouble and Torment, Anguiſh and Pain,perperual 
Slavery the Devil upon two Sticks,the Houſe goes out oth? Windows, 
ad the whole Fanuly 1s Danur'd as Black as Butter-milk : Now my 
Advice to ſuch 1s, that they would agree Civilly, be quiet for the 
future, and fir down lovingly like Netghbors Children, and make 
themſelves Merry with a Calves Head and Bacon.

When IT look upon the Lively Emblem of onr Sorrows. this Calves 
Head.,it makes me melr into Raptureſeven as a Bride on the Marriage 
gight)not for any Remorſe of Conſcience which I feel diſperſed trom 
the lower Deck of my Sul, bur for thouglits of palt Actions, I Bleſs 
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thar Divine Fabrick O/zver, who knock®d dewn the Church like an 
Oxe, cut the Throar of Monarchy like a Hog, and took off rhe 
Head of his Prince {ihe a Caff, and ar laſt his Horns were exalted 
above the re{t of his Brethren. This I fay cauſes my Soul to Rejoyce, 
and js a. very great Support to my Inward Man ; I ſuppoſe you are 
ſenſible that I know on which fide my Bread 1s Butterd, I can ſee as 
far into a Mill-ſtone as another can put his Finger, for what caa be ill 
that is guided by the Inward Man ? Something has ſome Savor.a Bir 
inthe Morning is better than nothing all day, and whoever fays that 


Calves Head and Bacon 1s not good Prog, they Lye Beloved; yea, 


they Lye Abominably. But whar ſays the World of me : Why truly 
rhe Sons of Be/ral have been very buſie,and uſed my Name as a Cloak 
for,and Author of Prepoſterous Holding Forth ; bur ter that paſs, I 
am what Iam, a real Lover of Calves Heail and Bacon. 

Now my Beloved, the Text being ſhort, and not confifting of 
many words, I ſhall endeavor to divide it by Letters, and explain 1: 
according to Art, Calves Head and Bacon: C Crompel, A always, 
L loved, V wery much, FE Extempory Prayer, S ſuch, H Heavenly= 


. mindedneſs, E, evermere, A attended that, D diligent Hero. A Ac» 


cordingly he, N never, D durſt, B behold, A any Loyal thing, 
C committed O on his part, N nor no bodzes elſe. Thus, my Be- 
loved, I have divided the Text, which put rogether make a Sen- 
rence, and th&Sentence expounded right would filla Volum, ſo that 
for ought I can ſee the Fext is very Proper, and to the Unlearned 
Iatricate, but to me as plain as a pike Staff. 

From which words we may draw theſe Inferences :* 1. That as 
chat Holy Champion loy'd Extempory Prayer, 1 infers that he ab- 
hor'd a Form which ſhould reach us to be ware of a Form—a Form ! 
Did I ſay Oat upon't, a Form ! No, no, it 1s that rotten Form that 
upholds a Form of Government contrary to our Principles. 

2. That a Commonwealth 1s the only eafie Method for us Sinfal 
Men, and thar we ſhould nor ſo much as harbor a contrary thoughr, 
for it is that Government which 1s moſt agreeable to Calves Head 
and Bacon.

Head than.I. My Beloved, a Calves Head 1s an excellent thing ; 
In the firſt place it ſerves for us to Triumph over. 2.The Brains whet 
our Stomachs ; and 3. The Mear fills them, and the Bones ſerve our 
Dogs for a Dinner ; . ſo that in a Calves Head nothing is loft bur 
what goes away in Boyling, and that makes Broth roo : The Ears 
ſhow us that we ought to hear the Word with all Diligence ; the Eyes 
declare thar'we ſhould diſcern between this and thar, and ſee whar's 
what : The Noſe may ſerve to ſhew us,that we ought to Smell where 
abouts we are, and follow that which is Good by rhe Scent, even as 
2 Cat does a Mouſe, or a Blood-houmd one that has Rob'd a-Hen- 
rooſt : The Tongue may tell or ſhew us, that we ought to Blear or 
Roar abroad ſound Doctrine in the Ears of the'Sleepy World, even 
as a Calf does juſt before Milking-rime : The Teeth ſhew us,that we 
ſhould Bire and Pinch our Adverſfaries in the Bud, even as a Monky 
does a Louſe, or a Rigid Lawyer a Profufe Client ; bur fince it 1s . 
ſo that all Lawyers be K—=ves, the beſt Council that I can give you, 
is ro make your Fudding-bag wideſt ar the top. 

I have now done with the Calves Head and come to the Bacon, 
as a thing inſeparable from 1t: Bacon 1s as much as to fay Hogs- 
fleſh in a Smoaky Senſe ; now whar piece is moſt proper ro Boyl 
with the Head of a Calf, has been much diſpured amongſt the 
Learned, tho I ai clearly for the Tail Chine. that the Head and Tail 
may go together : Bacon is Fat, which ſhows us that we ſhould 
Thrive, and grow Fat in good Works, and hearing of the Word : 
The Lean may inform us, that in all our Far Pleafures we ſhould 
here and there mix a Stripe of Lean AfMiictions; or as one of our 
Learned Brothers will have ar, 1t teaches us to eat Bread with Far 
Bacon, and nor like Cats and Dogs that always cat Meat alone : The 
Rinde of the Bacon may ſhew us, that we ſhould be Tough and 
Hardy 1n all Perſecutions and Troubles, and-detend us from Violenr 
Blows of Affliction by - the Briſtles of our Faith ; ler ns ſuffer our 
ſelves to be r:ng'd, viz. Chaind, and put into a Stye with Swine, 
that is, 1nto a Priſon with Vagabonds, and there Fatted {1, e.) ear 
Bread and Water, Be brought out and have our Throats Cut (1. e.) 


ſuffer even to Death ; then ſhall we have the Honor to be eaten with 


a Calves Head (1. e) we ſhall be remember'd after Death. This I 
ſpeak with refere11ce to the Sire of rhe Steward of this Feaſt, that 
Veſſel ofClay, who fateas Judge, and was one of thoſe Fleet Judges 


_ that Condemn'd Js Prince to the Fury of Food (1. e.) to looſe his 


Head on a Scaftc Ii}. This very place where we Yearly meer, I have 
SanCtifed to yor, 1he Sign is an Emblem of the Lyon of the Tribe of 
Fudah, tho I never neard what color that Lyon was, yet *tis very 
probable it was I7/5z:e, as thisis. Think not.Q Beloved, that I ſpeak 
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this of my ſelf, or by the Inſtigation of rhe Evil one, but from the 
Dictares of the Inward Man, who has ReveaP'd theſe things to me, 
in behalf of a Weak and Unbelieving Siſter here preſent ; yet now T 
talk of a Siſter, merhinks the Ourward Man pers ground, and I feel 
him Swell and grow Stiff, much reſembling the Horn of Antichriſt, 
methinks he thruſts forth his Gills and ſhows his Noſe above Water, 
Yer, my Beloved, fay not Antichritt, for he has his ſhare in the Caſt- 
offs of the World, and nor in us the Choſen People ; Irather think 
this Outward Inſurreion to progced from an Inward Caufe, 
heated and raiſed up by an Holy Flame of Fraternal Love, when my 
Bowels yearned towards her my Siſter ; fome adviſe to take a Glaſs 
of Tent, and a new-laid Egg: Now, my Beloved, this I learn'd of 
the Children of Darkneſs, for they are grown more Wiſe in their 
Generation than the Children of Light : Bur after all, there is ne- 
thing like a Calves Head and Bacon : Let us beg for ſomerhing 
above, to drop down upon this little Willow (1. e.) our Church, that 
in time it may grow up to be a Sturdy Oak, to be Saw'd out into 
Deal Boards to Wainſcot the Walls of the New-Feruſalem. Yet ler 
the World do as they will, I fay ftill that the Head of a Calf, and the 
Tail-Chine of a Hog is good Victuals. 

Beloved, There are eight things which are an Abomination to mine 
Eyes, a Surplice, a Common-Prayer-Book, a Gown and Caftock, 
a Young Handſome Girl without a Husband, or Married to 2n Old 
Doating Fool ; an Old Woman Married to a Ycung Man; a Sitter 
Married to one of the World, or a Feaſt without Calves Head and 
Bacon; There is likewiſe five things paſt my finding out, The way 


of a Prother and Siſter in the midit of a Holy Flame ; The way ofa 


Eonſtable Nabbing a Bully ; The way of a Harlor Cheating a Cully ; 


"The way of a Woman when her Husband is out of Town ; And the 


way of a Pick-pocket in a Fair; theſe things are wonderful in mine 
Eyes. I have often compared rhe Wicked with ns, and find as much 
difference, as berween an Apple and a Nur ; they are juſt like blind 
Bayard, thar ſees no better in the Light than in the Dark, Rambles 
about, and at laſt tumbles Headlong into a deep Ditca, where he 1s 
utterly loſt for ever and ever: Ler your Eyes be fet towards your 
Reſting place, thoſe Sweer Elizium Groves, where gentle B: cefes 
of whiſpering Gales ſhall Lull you into Extafies 1n the Brinks of 
Heavenly Springs, where Silver -Streams run Murmuring along, 
Tartleing in Charming Notes ; this is the place prepn'd for us where 
we ſhall have no more occaſion for Calves Heaa and Bacon. Leave 
the World tothe Children of it, and ſteer your Ccurfe after me, 


with Weeping Eyes, even as a Child rhat cries after the Nyppte.
